Dear Harold: 

This is certainly a long hard haul, isn't it? I hope that with all your suffering you have 
been able to have some fun and enjoyment over the years. I am amazed at what an 
obsession the case is and how it saps our life's blood. 

Now, the indications are that Garrison and Boxley thought that H.L. Hunt was 
involved. I know that Garrison was somewhat turned away from that idea by Rothermel, and 
the name of the game in Dallas was to come up with a Communist conspiracy, if there was 
to be a conspiracy. So Garrison ended up flogging the CIA. Why? 

What makes you think that Hunt and the other rich men there were not involved? 
That's the way it works. Wealth controls this country utterly, although it is not entirely 
monolithic in the oligarchy, with sometimes warring factions competing. My family is one 
of them. 

Tell me, did you know that John McCloy was in Dallas November 21-22 with Nixon 
and the others? Do you know anything at all about the "party" at Murchison's house the 
night before? 

What is your opinion about Penn Jones and his information? 

Why was everyone so down on Boxley/Wood? (I am not defending him!) So he had 
worked for the CIA~so what? Wasn't it he that postulated a conspiracy based in Dallas, 
upon good information? Surely that conspiracy utilized operatives from the Agency, but 
certainly the Agency could not have been involved per se.... 

But my information is that there were enough resources available to the conspirators 
in Dallas that it was not necessary to use any outside means such as the CIA. In fact, that 
would have been awkward. 

So where does Milteer fit in? Was that just blowing smoke? I see no proof of 
anything in the transcripts. Milteer seems to be merely speculating. It seems to me to be a 
false trail. 

What are your feelings about Mary Ferrell? Some say she is one of the richer women 
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in the U.S. Not just moderately wealthy by dint of savings. Eugene Locke was ambassador 
to Vietnam, which should tell you something, and a close friend of Connally. The firm 
primarily represented oil companies. Ferrell accepts the WR, and she is a right winger. Her 
husband is a virulent racist. There is a lot more on these folks. 

I believe, at this point, that her connection goes back into the conspiracy, and that 
she took over some of the leading researchers at an early stage and fed their fantasies. The 
stuff she tried to plant on me was misleading. 

Could you tell me why there was such intense interest in the story behind farewell 
America ? It seemed to me that that book gave a rather accurate accounting, did it not? I 
recall also, that there was a similar interest in Buchanan's book. Who was Lamarre? Why did 
it matter so much to you? 

My cover right now is being crazy, but I did not deserve the continuing smear and 
character assassination rooted in criminal slander that is going on. My associate, Mark 
Crouch, has developed some proofs that Groden is an agent of somebody. 

Why did you accept so easily the Clark Panel's report? That is, you just assumed that 
the new descriptions of the autopsy photos and X-rays represented authentic X-rays and 
photos. You automatically assumed that the original (supposed) stuff was fake: "Clark did 
blow his cool. In the course of doing it, he made available for the first time two things: a 
reading of what the X-rays show and the fact that both X-rays and pictures have been 
eliminated (Harold: what does this mean?) There has, without any possibility of doubt, been 
the most serious tampering with the film evidence....I had some of the evidence on the 
pictures for more than a year." 

Wish me luck-I'm going down to Dallas again. Please do not talk to anyone about 
me about anything. I'm taking Rick with me, and you know very well the problems with that, 
but I feel safer this way. Something has happened to make me think I can trust him this 
time.
